Class History 



Mrs. Bybee*s beehive was empty in the fall of 1949 so the mothers of Ed Bates, Lon- 
nie Bullis, Sharon Eaton, Janet Fraizer, Peggy Harvey, Ron Kramer, Dave Lutz, Judy 
Madole, Georginia Madison, Jean Newlin, Sue Moss, Doug Prince, Fred Schuler, Richard 
Smith, Sherry Smith, and Kathy Sorenson, brought their workers in, and the hive began 
buzzing. In order to prevent soggy wings, a slide, a merry-go-round, and a sand box 
were kept in our room for rainy days. Every day the little workers were permitted to 
take naps on their little rugs so that they could grow enough to build a new hive for the 
next year. 

The next keepers of the bees were Mrs. Kesterson and Mrs. Mott who kept their 
workers busy learning “Readin', 'Riten, and ‘Rithmetic." After a train trip from Des 
Moines to Grimes, we built a train around our hive. Three new workers: Gary West- 
brook, Jim Monahan, and Karen Kinsey arrived in time to help us build a Post Office, 
where we mailed valentines in February . In the spring the first-, second-, and third -grade 
workers, under the direction of their queen, Mrs. Kesterson, put on a really big pro- 
duction- -the Spring Relays. 

Our next hives were kept by Mrs. Finney and Mrs. Wilson. That year the Lions 
built a new gym where we held our Spring Relays. The new workers were Eileen Abbott, 
Larry Hon, Karen Kimsey, and Tom Morehead. One of our keepers, Mrs. Wilson, seemed 
to think that all of us would someday be professional baseball players, and she saw to it 
that we practiced diligently. 

Mrs. Barnes and Mrs. Trickey took charge of our learning in the third grade. That 
was the year that we were taught all about the American Indians, and we paid a visit to 
the Historical Building, where we had our pictures taken with the "Indian. " The workers 
in Mrs. Barnes's hive learned a new system of making money --the recipe was put on the 
board, and the bees then made honey at their own speed. 

In the fall of 1952 we were met by our new keepers, Mrs. Bentley and Miss Orcutt. 
That was the year of the presidential election, and Miss Orcutt's workers spent the day 
at her home watching the parade. Mrs. Bentley's workers held a mock election which 
••Ike” won. 

The next fall our hives were moved to the rooms next to Mr. Varner's office. Mrs.

The upper classmen were much 
annoyed by our constant humming and buzzing, and took a strong dislike to us. That 
year Bob Crees and Jim Rodine joined our swarm. For the first time we watched Iowa 
History on TV, and for the last time we had only two keepers --Mrs. Smith and Miss 
Bailey.

Seventh grade brought Junior High Hives and new experiences; there was a different 
teacher for each class: Mrs. Jansen, Mrs. DanHartog, Mrs. Hendrikson, and Mr. Oliver. 
For the first time we had a basketball team and also a junior -high chorus. In order to 
earn enough money for our Junior -Senior banquet, we had a magazine sale; the losers 
had to polish the winners’ shoes. The eighth graders were the ones who wore the polished 
shoes. Our new worker was Max Finch. 

In the eighth grade Mrs. Haworth replaced Mrs. Hendrikson as our math teacher, 
and Gary Tandy joined our hive. Our study of Civics paid off with a field trip to the city 
and county jails, and also to the courthouse. A skip day and then Graduation topped off 
the final year of grade school. 

Our first year in high school brought us several new students: Dwight Brown, Ted 
Sommars, Earl Warne, and Eileen Abbott returned. For the first time we were allowed 
a choice of subjects. Many of our bees took part in the sports and other activities. 

In our sophomore year Ray Beall, Sharon Gibbons, Sharon Gunhus, Elver a Seibert, 
Jeri Patrick, and Keith Reed came to join us. That year the National Honor Society was 
started and tapped quite a few of our number for membership. Mr. and Mrs. Best directed 
a musicale, ‘‘Decade of Show Business,” in which several of us took part. 

This was a big year for us. We put on our first class play, “I’m a Family Crisis,” 
under the direction of Mrs. Chismore, and scored a big hit. Helen Breckenridge, Barb 
Downing, Jerry Evans, Donna Langerak, Connie McBroom, Sue McNeill, and Barb 
Williams, flew in in time to help us put on an “oriental” banquet for the seniors. 

Donna Langerak was chosen by our bees to be queen of the Homecoming celebration 
of our senior year, and a lovely queen she made. Also that year Karen Kinsey became tired 
of her name and decided to do something about it --she is now Karen Christenson. Our 
senior play, “The Family Nobody Wanted,” under the direction of Mr. Roope, was 
claimed a big success. Marion Shultz, Dennis Domino, and Keith came in time to help 
us get ready for Skip Day, Baccalaureate, and, then Graduation. 

We’ve spent many happy days here in good old J.H.S., and the hive of ‘61 hopes 
that all of the underclassmen have just as many happy experiences as we have had in the 
“Dear Old Halls of Ivy.”
